Past Commander Castie, of Minnesota,
Discusses the Latest Apology.

Editor Natlonal Tribune: I am great-
Iy interested in the extract you repro-
duce Dec. 16, from the statement of
Dr, Kerr, ex-Confederate Surgeon of
the infamous pest-house at Anderson-
ville,

it is in a sense honorable to the con-
science of up-to-date Americans that
decent ex-rebels and thelr defenders,
instead of denying, as they formerly
did, the hideous Andersonville atrocity,
now scek to explain, extenuate or apol-
ogize for it.

The trouble is that their explanations,
ete, are flugrantly inconsistent.

A few years since I happened to be
In New Orleans, when a grand demon-
stration was made over Mrs Jefferson
Davis, then wvisiting there. The dalily
papers devoted whole pages to the
speeches delivered, and more space was
given to defense of Andersonville than
to anything else. The trouble was that
the defenses did not agree. Each speak-
er admitted the existence of certain
evils and abuses, but vehemently denied
others,

Collating all the admissions, one
would get the full case against Wirz et
al., in face of which the corresponding
denials were, of course, ridiculous,

And now comes “Dr.”" Kerr, who says
he was indlcted with Wirz and “the
immortal Jeif Devis,” and only escaped
being hnnged himself by hiding away.
He brings an altogether new and sur-
prising explanation, one that Is Incon-
sistent with all previous ones, and so
inconsistent with Itself as to constitute
the latest and most conclusive of all
confessions,

Dr. Kerr says onr poor boys died of
pelingra and hookworm. Why not also
‘lnf appendicitis? All these latter-day
ailments could no doubt prove an nlibi
if it were necessary. But it i53 not. The
apologist hoists himself with his own
|petard. He says evervthing at Ander-
lsonville was In a deplorable coandition,
“16,000 prisoners being conflned in a
prizon_intended only for 5,000, What
excuscliean there be for this murderous
massing of helpless unfortunates when
|thousands of acres of vacant land sur-
| rounded the recking inclosure?

Then he goes on:  “Several thousand
were sick from what he called eczema
and typhold fever., A large percentag:e
was suffering from a disease which we
had never met before” Among the
gymptoms of this strange disease he
enumerates “lassitude” and “‘emacia-
tion."

Of course, he had never seen this dis-
ease hefore, for it was stnrvation. “Las-
situde” and “emacintion” were Its un-
erring symptoms, It is too late In the
day to euphonize the young and vigor-
ous patriots who died under the name-
lesg tortures of that premeditated and
{Inexcusable famine with victims of the
then unsuspected pellagrn and hoolk-
worm. This belated and u...hinkable
diagnogis can deceive no one. It is
absurd on its face.
Thus we have here,
innumerable pleas of confession and
avoidance previously on file, the sig-
nificant admission of this blundering
relie of medical ineapacity that the
fearful  mortallty, superinduced by
crowding seven men Into the space in-
tended ror one, was itremendously ag-
graviated by the “disease” never hefors
|observed by this sapient pill-peddler,

;i-nmrI:ntil_m and lassitude, namely,
starvation.

“Dr.” Kerr has gained nothing by
emerging from hig obscurity. He hax
merely added to the previously known
criminal responsibility of Wirz and Jeof
Davis that of placing such a weltering
mass of medical incompetence in charge
lof the pestilential hospitals at Ander-
sonville—Henry A, Castle, Minncupolis,
Minn.

The 27th I1l. was organized at Camp

Butler from Aug. 16 to Sept, 30, 1881,
and mustered out Sept. 20, 1864, with
the recrults and weterans transferred
to the 9th Il It was commanded by
Col. Napoleon B. Buford, a West Point-
er, who was promoted to Brigadier-
General April 15, 1862, succeeded by
Col. Fazilo A. Harrington, who died
1. 1863, of wounds recelved in ac-
tion. . Col. Jonathan R. Miles then took
command, resigning April 28, 1864, suc-
ceeded by Lisut-Col. Wm. A. Schmitt,
in eommand at the time of muster-out.

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Birge's Sharpshooters,

Willlam FHarvey, Senior Vice Com-
mander, Department of Alabama, G.
A. R.. New Deecatur, Ala., meets Com-
rade Samson's doubit as to our stale-
ment about the 14th Mo, a part of
which Birge's Sharpshooters were not.
He quotes from the report of the Ad-
jutant-General of Illinois, which saye
that Birge's Sharpshooters, authorized
by Gen. Fremont, was assigned to the
14th Mo., and mustered into the ser-
vice Nov. 23, 1861. Up to April 20,
1862, the regiment was known as
Birge's Sharpshooters. About the last
of October Gov. Yates gave R, F, Wins-
low authority to ralse a regiment to be
known #s the G6th Ill., and these re-
cruits were to be formed into that regi-
ment, but the officers and men revolted
from that idea and decamped oneé night
to the JHinois River and took a boat
for 8t. Loula to join Col. Birge. Wins-
low informed the Governor that they
had left to go to Missourl to join the
Confederates. The boat was brought
to shore at Alton, and the whole of
them placed In the old penitentiary.
After an explanation to the Governor
they were sent to Camp Butler, Spring-
field, 111, and then to Camp Douglas,
where they were formed into five com-
panies and merged into the 67th IIL
Several of the companies refused to
muster as Infantry until finally persua-
ded that It was best to do go. So they
did not get to wear “squirrel tails” or
sharpshoot worth a cent, but were
armed with Harper's Ferry muskets,
which would kick their owner over.
They had one man who died from the
effect of firing his gun.
